ly any two states being exactly alike, 
while many have laws which are man- 
ifestly unjust and some even discrim- 
inating in favor of the local debtor 
and against the credftor resident of 
another state. The bill itself has here- 
tofore been fully discussed and we re- 
fer to it at the present time to express 
our disappointment at the failure of 
the bill to become a law, and to eall 
attention to the utter disregard which 
the representatives of the people have 
shown to the requirements of the com- 
mercial interests of the country. There

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A FIRMER QUININE MARKET. 


Although the current of commercial 
transactions has been twice interrupted 
since the date of the last issue of the 
REPORTER, in consequence of the 
practical suspension of business in 
honor of the memory of two of the 
greatest men the country has pro- 
duced, the week has nevertheless been 
full of interest to operators in quinine. 
Our last market review shows that the 
article was beginning to recover from 
the great and sudden break, that had 
occurred the week before on the 
strength of most depressing news from 
London, and since that time further 
progress in the line of improvement 
has been made. As the declive in the 
firstins ance began in London so has 
the reaction been caused by reports 
emanating from that market. 

It is difficult to ascertain what 
caused the break unless it be the de- 
cline in the price of bark at the recent 
public sale in London, but as there 
has been, in the past, even a greater 
decline in the unit price of bark with- 
out effect upon the quinine market, 
this explanation is hardly satisfactory. 
In view of the fact that the effort re- 
cently made to bring the manufac- 
turers of the world into accord on the 
question of regulating prices and pro- 
duction failed because,as it is reported, 
one manufacturer refused tolend assis- 
tance to the scheme, it has been intim- 
ated that the late extreme depression 
was the resuli of a bear movement in- 
augurated and continued for the pur- 
pose of compelling the recalcitrant 
manufacturer to co-operate in a meas- 
ure designed for the general good. 
There is no evidence that the manufac- 
turers have yet come together and un- 
animously adopted a plan to place the 
quinine market on a substantial basis, 
while it is a fact that the market has 
recovered somewhat, therefore the 
cause of the improvement will have to 
be sought in some other direction. 

The facts seem to be that the aver- 
age speculative holder of quinine is 
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seized with a panicky feeling whenever 
the article begins toshow evidences of 
unusual weakness from any cause what- 
ever, and at once hastens to unload, 
thus increasing the weak tone of the 
market and quickening the downward 
movement. More confident buyers then 
step in, and after the pressure to sell 
has been relieved, the inevitable reac- 
tion occurs. This is an experience 
often repeated in the quinine market, 
and in the absence of any better ex- 
plation seems to fit theconditions re- 
cently prevailing in the quinine 
market. 
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THE DUTY ON OLIVE OIL. 

In our market review last week we 
alluded briefly to the fact that a cer- 
tain invoice of common olive oil had 
been assessed duty at the rate of 
thirty-five cents per gallon, which is 
about fifty per cent. of its market 
value at the present time. Although 
the same grade of oil is constantly 
coming to this port and has heretefore 
been admitted, without question, duty 
free, the assistant appraiser of 
the division having jurisdiction 
over this kind of goods, decided that 
the lot in question must pay duty as 
salad oil, under the provisions of the 
tariff law of 1890. He bases his opin- 
ion on the testimony of one or two 
merchants who claimed that the oil 
was not inferior to some kinds of eat- 
ing oil. Nevertheless the importers of 
this particular lot, who. have been 
bringing the same goods to this mar- 
ket for the past fifteen years, and have 
delivered it on contract, to the Gov- 
ernment and others, to be used for 
mechanical or manufacturing pur- 
poses, have taken issue with the ap- 
praiser and pr.pose to show that the 
classification of their importation is 
upjust and unwarranted. 

The appraisers claim, and thereby 
admit the doubtfulness of their pos- 
ition, that the tariff law does not draw 
the line sharply enough between salad 
and mechanical grades of olive oil; 
and they intimate that their decision 
has been made for the purpose of hav- 
ing thisline officially defined. Itisa 
hardship upon the importers, but 
there can be no doubt that the subse- 
quent proceedings before the full 
board of appraisers, or, if necessary, 
in the United States courts, will result 
in a decision in their favor, as any one 
at all competent to judge, and whois 
not influenced by personal consider- 
ations, must admit that the oil inques- 
tionis no more fit for eating than is

PETROLEUM EXPORTS. 


Owing to the fact that but a part of 
the charters to load petroleum have 
latterly been officially reported, the 
impression has been general that the 
export of petroleum had fallen off to a 
very small amount and that as com- 
pared with the exports last year the 
month of January would make a very 
unsatisfactory exhibit. The official 
report of the exports of petroleum for 
January, and for the seven months en- 
ding January 31, issued by the Bureau 
of Statistics, shows this impression to 
have been erroneous,and instead of the 
month’s exports showing a decrease 
there was actually an increase of 8,359,- 
000 gallons, and for the period of seven 
months an increase of 38,036,258 gallons 
over the corresponding period last 
year. This is certainly as gratifying 
as it has been unexpected, and augurs 
well for the year before us. The ex- 
ports of crude during January am- 
ountedto over 9,145,000 gallons, and 
show an increase of over 2,825,000 gal- 
lons. The exports of naphthas show 
an increase of 309,000 gallons, lubricat- 
ing oils over 83,009 gallons, and illum- 
inating oil 5,250,000 gallons, the total 
being 35,754,000 gallons. Residuum was 
the only product which showed a de- 
crease, total shipments for the month 


‘of a permanent

amounting to 169,000 gallons, a falling 








off of 110,000 gallons. For the period 
of seven months the exports of crude 
reached a total of 62,741,000 gallons 
being an increase of 4,129,000 gallons. 
The exports of refined footed up 366,- 
952,000 gal‘ons, showing the very grati- 
fying increase of 32,558,000 gallons. 
Lubricating oils also showed increased 
exports for the period of seven months, 
to the extent of 1,974,000 gallons, the 
total being 19,647,000 gallons. For 
this period the exports of naphthas 
were sowewhat smaller, the decrease 
amounting, however, to only 186.000 
gallons. Residuum shows a decrease 
of 5°2,000 gallons, probably due to the 
high price which has prevailed. These 
figures should satisfy those who af- 
fected to see our export trade en- 
croached upon by Russian competi- 
tion, and should prove the utter worth- 
lessness of the official reports of char- 
ters as indicating the current export 
movement. We have long since ceased 
to regard these as reliable and have 
compiled our charter statistics from 
other sources, a comparison of which 
with the official figures will show our 
figures to be approximately correct, 
those for January exceeding the official 
figures by over 200,000 barrels crude 
equivalent. . 
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TO CONTROL THE WINDOW GLASS 

MARKET. 


According to reports from the West, 
the larger manufacturers of window 
glass haviug failed remove the difli- 
culties standing in the way of a steady 
and profitable market for window 
glass, by means of consolidation, have 
adopted anew scheme. It is stated 
that they are making or trying to 
make contracts for the entire output 
of those factories whose financial 
weakness compels them to market 
their glass at the best price they can 
get, thus interfering with or prevent- 
ing the efforts of their stronger com- 
petitors to uphold prices. The - 
scheme will no doubt secure the 
hearty co-operation of a number of 
the smaller producers who find it ex- 
tremely diffiult to make both ends 
meet under present condition of ex- 
cessive competion, but a certain pro- 
portion of the total production is con- 
trolled by manufacturers who do not 
take kindly to the plan, preferring to 
sell their glass wherever, and under 
whatever terms they see fit As this 
class represents quite a considerable 
number of makers, with a combined 
production of no mean proportions, 
the current scheme has about as much 
immediate chance for success as had the 
proposed selling company. It seems 
to be only a question of time, however, 
when the large producers will be able 





‘to force the small wanufacturers to 


adopt methods that might benefit the 
entire trade. In fact it is generally 
understood that a majority of the 
window glass makers of the country 
favor the plans of the Pittsburg people 
for the improvement of prices, but 
there are one or two important excep- 
tion and the present demoralization of 
the marketis laid at their door. They 
show no signs of yielding as yet and 
until they do there is little probability 
improvement in 
prices. As their opponents are strong 
and determined, however, it would ap- 
pear that the former must ultimately 
give up the fight. 
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On the 5th inst. the United Alkali 
Company, limited, Liverpool, offered 
£1,300,000 in ordinary and preference 
sharesand debiture stock to the pub- 
lic. Heretofore the securities of this 
concern were closely concentrated and 
were not favorably regarded by the 
press. Advices just to hand show that 
over £500,000 have been taken by the 
general public, which disarms all 
further criticism of manipulaticn 
within a ring,

An effort is being thade to organize a stock 
company to work and market the mineral 
paint deposits, near Port Richmond, Staten 
Island. The paint, which is an oxide of iron, 
is in several shades, ranging from yellow or 
tan color to olive, and is claimed to contain 
forty-five per cent. of metallic iron. It is 
said that 130,000 tons of it are almost ready for 
marketing in the dry state. 

Soaps are largely imported into Java from 
Germany, but that country cannot compete 
with England in the cheaper descriptions, 
The cheap trade is almost monopolized by 
common yellow Liverpool soap in bars. It is 
founa that the German soap gets very bard in 
Java, the water evaporating and condensing 
on the sides of the soap. France supplies the 
finest kinds of soap for toilet purposes. 


An Official German report recently issued 
says that owing to the various connections 
existing between the Dutch and Dutch East 
Indian physicians, apothecaries and chemists, 
and the German scientific circles and institu- 
tions, by far the greater part of the drug 
trade of Java falls tothe share of Germany, 
to the great disadvantage of England, whose 
trade suffers in spite of the excellent goods 
supplied.

reat anxiety is expressed in shipping c r- 
cles about the safety of the schooner James 
H. Gordon and cfew of nine men, as she is 
much overdue on a voyage fcom Pleasant- 
ville, N.J., to Jacksonville, F.a., laden with 
muriatic acid and turpentine. She hasbeen 
out since Jan. 13. The captain of the Clyde 
line steamship Seminole reported that on 
Jan, 23,at Cape Lookout, he passed a three- 
masted schooner on fire. Her name had been 
burned off, but scattered around were barrels 
of turpentine and neither boat or crew could 
be seen. The Gordon's owners contend that 
Captain Smith and crew took to boats and 
rowed away. 


It is said that tne working of many of the 
palm oil factories in the neighborhood of May- 
ence, in Germany, has been interrupted fora 
long period owing to the want of palm oil and 
coprah, The oil factory at Gross-Gerau has 
been obliged to discharge most of it shands.The 
present disturbance in this industry is caused 
by the unprecedentedly high price asked for 
palm nuts and coprah lastautumn. Owing to 
this the winter requirements were ordered 
late, and when the continental ports were 
closed early in the winter it was impossible to 
obtain sufficient supplies. Now that the ports 
have been opened again, the strain placed 
upon the carrying capacities of continental 
railways is so great that the works are as yet 
unable to obtain the raw material from the 
shipping ports. 


Of the 1,000 cases of Mexican vanilla beans 
constituting last year’s crop, there is perhaps 
one-half improperly cured, and upon a large 
percentage insects have developed, many of 
which, though rendered greatly inferior in 
quality thereby, equal in appearance the 
strictly prime quality of bean.

An apothecary of Azod, Hangary, named 
Andreas Deer, has written to the Rundschau 
regarding Hungarian opium. Analyses made 
by him show it to be quite equal in respect of 
alkaloidal richness to the average quality of 
Asiatic opium. From 340 poppy-heads he ob- 
tained 16 grams of opium, which, when 
dried over su'phuric acid, appeared in the 
form of a pale brown brittle mass, resembling 
lactucarium in appearance, and the odor of 
which much surpassed that of the Asiatic 
drug. A qualitative examination by Dragen- 
dorf’s method established the presence of 
morphine, narcotine, meconic acid, codeine, 
narceine and thebaine; meconine could not 
be traced. The percentage of morphine only 
was decided, the yield by the Fluckiger- 
Squibb process being 16°24 per cent. of hy- 
drated morphia. The opium contained 66°64 
per cent. of moisture.

Mr. Cadell was disposed 
to attribute the occurence of these veins to 
the heat of scme original volcanic intrusion 
which distilled the oil from the adjacent oil- 
shales, and diffused it through the rocks sur- 


rounding. 

Advices from Caleutta report the aralys‘s 
of Indian petroleum by the chemical exam- 
iner to the Bengal Government. Of the first 
sample, from Upper Assam, ten distillations 
were made, and 8 me of these were blended 
for illuminating purposes, The oil had a den- 
sity of 0'8268°, and a flishing point of above 
90° on tke automatic Abel tgst. The color 
was slightly darker than that of the American 
oil, but the experiment was held to show that 
the crude oil is capoble of yielding over 4 
per cent. of an illuminator practically as good 
asthe usual quantities of Russian now im- 
ported. The second experiment Was made 
with oilfrom the Shirani country, and the 
analysis showed that after distillation 92°4 per 
cent. of oil remained, with a specific gravity 
of 0°8°, and a flashing point of 85° F, 


The firm of A. Hiorth has built a goo4-sized 
petroleum tank at Steilene, in the Christiana 
Firth, Norway. It is intended for Russian 
petroleum, and the erection of another, and 
somewhat larger, for American petroleum is 
under contemplation. The installations are 
on two islands. The tank has a diameter of 
18% metres and a height of 10% metres, witha 
capacity of 2,6 6,000 litres. Outside the tank 
are certified glass tubes, with graded nickel 
plates underneath, so that the level of the pe- 
troleum in the tank can always be ascertained. 
The plates used for the tank have at the bot- 
tom a thickness of 5-6th in., and at the top of 
half that thickness, The roofing is of wood, 
covered with iron plate. The filling takes 
qlace through a 6 in.iron pipe by direct pump- 
ing from the tank steamer. The length of this 
pipe is about 180 ft., and the tank rests on 
brick pillars.

lenclose herewith the circular of Dr. 8. J. 
Hinsdale, our Fayetteville chemist, who gives 
asimple and absointely reliable method of de- 
tecting the presence of petroleum in spirits of 
turpentine, 

The amount of adulteration can also be 
closely approximated by this method. The 
tests have been made under my own eyes, aud 
the results show that nothing is left to be ac- 
complished in this line of investigation. Dr. 
Hinsdale’s experiments, conducted at differ- 
ent intervals, haveextended over a period of 
more than two years, avd have covered all the 
varieties of pure spirits of turpentine, as com- 
pared with the different methods and deg:ees 
of adulteration of the same article with ben- 
zine or petroleum, 

At my persuastion, he is now preparing an 
articleon “Adulterated Spirits Turpentine” 
for publication, and as he is not unknown to 
the scientific world, what he has to say on this

The Use and Abuse of Barytes. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb, 19, 1891. 
Editor OL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER. 

Mr. Lucas’ acticle on Barytes isa rather cur- 
ious production. He styles it “Barytes, its 
uses and abuses,’’ but seems rather to have 
made it “My use of Barytes and abuse of com- 
petitors!" He admits that he has madea very 
abundant use of it and, instead of vonfihing 
himself toa statement of the abuses of the 
article, indulges in the abuse of individuals, 
us I have said. 

Naturally, the first thought is what caused 
him to write the article. If it was an attempt 
to reply to one published last June in Paint- 
ing & Decorating of this city, any dispassion- 
ate reader will not find a single point or argu- 
ment of that article refuted. Perhaps, the 
reason is given by himse'f wen he states :— 


You will probably be told in the report to be 
made by the P ttsoureh Convention at the Na- 
tionul Association Convention on the analy 
sis of ready mixed paints, that John Lucas & 
Co’spure oil tinted gloss liquid paints con- 
tain a percentage of Barytes, 


Mr. Lucas appeared to bave correct infor- 
mation regarding this report for it stated 
that the solid portion of the sample of his 
ready mixed paint analyzed contuined 43.52% 
of Bary tes. 

His paper seems to be an effort to justify 
the use of Barytes because of its advantage to 
the paint! If his whole chain of argument be 
no strong-r than its weakest links, his argu- 
ment is then very weak indeed. For instance, 
hesays that Terra Alba should not be nsed as 
a pigment because it is sulphate of jime, and 
lime, being chemically very active and form- 
ing soaps, etc., terra albashould not be used. 

Why not say also that barytes is sulphate of 
barium and, containing sulphuric acid, a very 
destructive substance, carbonizing all organic 
matter and readiiy destroying ihe vehicle, (the 
most important element of a paint.) barytes 
should not be used !!! 

I can only infer that he assumes his readers 
or listeners to be absolutely ignorant of the 
chemical or physical pr :perties ot these differ- 
ent substances, for vertuinly it is an astonish- 
ing statement, notably in view of his know- 
ledge that sulphate of lime is a constituent of 
some of the most durable paints we have, and, 
furtber, that it is especially recommended by 
one of his most oft-quoted authorities. 
| Another one of his arguments for the use of 
barytes is that “chemically pure” greens are 
liable to combustion. The bulk of the secrets 
of color making may be vested in Mr. Lucas, 
but there are some who know that the only 
“chemical” color ordinarily made that is lia- 
ble to combustion is Chinese or Prusaian 
blue ; and unless that color be present in the 
green in large proportion (as in very deep 
green,) there is absolutely no danger; and, 
furthermore, these pure greens are not sub- 
mitted to any great “frictional” exponsure, 
being used largely in the lump or coarsely 
powdered state. But, worst of ail for such 
argument, the great bulk of all that is made 
of this combustible color is sold in the pure 
state and ina very fine powder (i. e., soluble 
blue.)

One of the authorities to whom he appeals 
has expressly stated that barytes has as much 
value in paints as sand has value in sugar. 

As Mr. Lucas bas never failed to extol 
the virtue of his products, it is a mys- 
tery, that, although he admits having used 
the valuable pigment,"*commonly called bary- 
tes, for over a quarter of a century, he has 
only within a very recent period publicly 
announced the virtues of said pigment”’, 

The endeavor to bury the question “What is 
adulteration ?” or “*What is pure material?” in 
acloud of discussion on “What is the best 
paint?” issimply begging the question. Mr. 
Lucas would very soon make known to a 
corroder what pure white lead is if that cor- 
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roder attempted to deliver to hima mixture 
of baryt:s and white lead for pure white lead 
on the plea that barytes improved the white 
lead; and what Mr. Lucas demands of otbers 
he should certainly give; and I think he is, by 
force of circumstances, now compelled to 
follow that ru'e, for I have seen some very 
interesting changes in his labels of late, and I 
notice that he particularly advertises he will 
furnish pure paints- no, I should say, chemi- 
cally pure”. There appearsto be a nice dis- 
tinction in this, fors »me lemon yellow marked 
“pure lemon chrome yellow,” with his firm 
name on the label, is found by a chemist of 
this city to contain the valuable, white, un- 
changeable, extending pigment quite largely: 
another package iabe led ,,lemon chrome yel- 
low,” with the addition of the initials “UC. P.,” 
I find to be free of this valuable pigmert. It 
is true that this slight difference in the label 
may case difficulty to the uninitiated in de- 
termining which is the more valvable of the 
two puints as far as the label is concerned, for 
both bear his firm 1 ame, and can it be possi- 
ble, after all, that the one with the barytes is 
the more valuable because in his paper he is 
80 strong an advocate of its use? 

A name, particulariy a virtuous name, ona 
package is some sort cf a guarantee of qual- 
ity—a sponsor, as it were, for the contents. 
Any paints that are fatherless or sponsoriless 
are not deserving of nutice, and it seems to 
me another weak link in a chain shown to be 
quite fullof wesk links that he assails the 
composition of these fatberless goods. If he 
Means toat any respectable manufacturer 
should not make such gooda for the general 
trade, I quite agree with him, but that sug 
gests an ideal state of paint making which we 
have not quite reached. I believe, however, 
that those manufacturers of paints whvu do as 
tne white lead men have done—make aspe 
cialty of pure paints—will! succeed best. If the 
white lead men had conducted their business 
On the lines laid down by Mr. Lucas, I do not 
believe that their business would have reached 
its present magnificent proportions, 

Another singuiar fact for Mr. Lucas to en- 
counter is that the very best class of painters 
in this country are the ones who will not use 
barytes-loaded white lead in spite of the su 
periority as claimed by Mr. Lucas. Those who 
do use it are the jeast intelligent and the 
least important of the craft, and the quantity 
of adulterated white lead sold is quite smuail 
as compared with the quantity of pure lead. 

With the furegoing I um quite willing to 
leave with any fair-minded man the decision 
as to whether barytes is used for the advant- 
age of the painter and the property owner or 
for the adulteration of paints and the guin of 
the paint grinder.

Proprietary Rebate Pian. 


SoutH BEND, IND., Feb. 20, 1891.

Referring to your editorial in the issue of 
the 18th inst., regarding the *“*Propritary Ke- 
bate Plan,” while it is gratifying to note your 
statement that seven of the leading muanufac- 
turers have expressed their willingness to 
adopt this plan, yet I hope it will not be 
adopted. Iam willing to admit that such a 
plan would ina great measure result in the 
relief asked for, yet it would add to the bur- 
dens of a very Jarge number of legitimate 
dealers throughout the country. I refer to 
those who are handling proprietary articles at 
full prices. To them it would mean additional 
capital invested in these goods, without the 
addition to margins. To the proprietor it 
would mean largely increased expenses and 
no greater protection from the “scalper” than 
a much simpler plan which I submitted to the 
President of the National Proprietary Asso- 
ciation at their Iudianapolis meeting. ‘This 
plan was for the manufacturer to number his 
bottles, packages, etc., and in selling to the 
jobbers and others to enter the running 
numbers on his billsand books, rcquiring the 
jobbers and other distributing agents to do 
the same, adding to his contracts all the nec- 
cessary stipulations in regard to supplying 
“cutters, etc.’’ Such a plan would be very sim- 
ple, not at all cumbersome, and little extra 
expense to proprietor or jobber. There wouip 
be no trouble whatever in tracing goods, stop 
ping the jobber from supplying the “cutter” 
and settling this very disagreeable state of 
affairs. The contract plan as proposed by U. 
I. Hood & Co., with the “permitted” cut is 
demoralizing, and is receiving the general 
condemnation which it so richly deserves at 
the hands of the retail trade.

House Bili No. 12,364. 


The following letter has been received by 
Mr. P. P. Senour, secretary of the National 
Paint and Varnish Association and requires 
no explanation, it being printed in the REPOR- 
TER as sure to reach, and be read by the mem- 
bers of the N. W. D. A:— 

CHICAGO. Feb. 18, 1891. 
Mr. P. P. Senour, Sec. 

We respectfully suggest that you call the 
attention of the members of the National 
Druggists Association to a bill introduced on 
Dee. 5th, 1899, in the house of Representatives 
at Washington and known as No. 12,304; the 
purpose of which is to regulate the sale of, 
paints, white lea, colors, linseed oil, ete. The 
sections below give an idea of the bil), and our 
particular interest, of course, arises from the 
fact that the bill proposes to dt tect and pun- 
ish parties who adulterate linseed oil. It is 
proposed that the Government will appoint a 
competent analytical chemist and assistants 
to analyze oils. 1f your members will call the 
attention of their representatives to this bill 
and use their influence towards having it 
passed it will be of benefit to us all. 

SECTION 3. That any person who shall or of- 
fer for sale any package of paint or linseed oil, 
bearing a Jabel which falsely describes the 
contents of such package shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor under this act. 

Src. 4. That any label shall be held to fal ely 
describe the contents of any such package of 
paint, or linseed oil, within the meaning of 
this act, if the actual contents of such pack- 
age shall be tound not to correspond with the 
contents us claimed on such label. 

Src. 6. That any person convicted of a mis- 
demeanor under this act shall, for the first of-

St. Louis Notes. 


Sr. Lours, Feb. 21, 1891. 

The fortnight closing to-day leaves the gen- 
éral market steady, the intervening fluctua- 
tions being comparatively few and unimport- 
ant. Transactions in linseed oil continue to 
improve as the season opens, and the price 
has gone up one cent; quotations stand at 53c 
for raw. In asmall way dealers are charging 
about 55c, but in lotsof five barrels raw oil 
may be obtained for 54c. 

The flaxseed situation is practically un- 
obanged, but if anything the market is firmer. 
Receipts recently are insignificant. 

Castor oil is holdiug ite own at the figures 
last given in these notes, but it may be re- 
marked that some of the lower grades, of un- 
known makes, have declined. 

Turpentine bas not sustained its advance of 
two weeks ago, and has receded to 44c, at 
which an active jobbing business is being 
done. 

Cottonseed oil, after.a long period of steadi- 
ness hes wéakened and a slight decline may be 
noted, the white oil, in quantity, being now 

° btaineble at 870 and yellow at 360 per gallon, 






























while dealers’ prices by the full barrel are 
about 40c and 39c respectively. 

Although out little is doing in fish oil, the 
market has appreciated and bank may be 
quoted at 320 in fair quantities and straits 33c. 
This, however, is supposed to be very near 
cost to wholesalers. 

There has been a general advance in carbon 
oils, the jobbing list ranging, according to 
brand, from 94,@17¢e per gallon. 

In white lead, no change bas occurred and a 
firm tone prevails, encouraged perhaps, by the 
liberal movement of etocks. 

No variation of the status of window glass 
has developed and the tame uncertainty re- 
specting prices still exists. 

All staples pertaining to the paint trade 
are now going into consumption at a brisk 
rate and mixed painte especially seem to be 
receiving exceptional attention. 

In strictly seasonable drugs, sales are beyond 
the average. The following will disclose ths 
leading features of the market in this division 
of the trrde. 

Quinine continues in good request while 
stocks are gradually being reduced. The best 
known foreign brands are difficult to obtain, 
particularly in viels and small packages. The 
prices, ho wever, are still very low. 

Mercurials of all kinds have sustained a de- 
cline and to indicate the market, sample quo- 
tations may be named as follows: Calomel 
5c; blue mass, 50c; powdered corrosive sub- 
limate, 95c and red precipitate, $1 10. 

Nitrate af silver has also declined and may 
be bought in jobbing lots at about $1015 per 
pound. 

Insect powder shows an upward tendency 
and the popular brands are costing delivered 
here, from 21@22c per ib and are firmly held 
in trade at prices ranging from 238@25c as to 
quantity. There is a perceptible increase in 
sales of this article, 

Sassafras bark is exciting some interest, 
owing to ite scarcity and the impending de- 
mand for spring consumption and it is rel- 
atively higher now than for several seasons 
previous. In original packages the market 
muy be designated as strong at 9c with better 
figures for smaller parcels. 

Morphine suffered a decline a week ago and 
for the best American brands in \%s jobbers’ 
prices are $2 45. 

Vanilla beans, which are handled to some 
extent by drug jobbers, are likely to be in 
good request, judging from inquiries reaching 
this market. Values, of course, are irregular- 
ly classified,being dependent on the character 
of individual stocks. 

There has been an upward movement 
in the price of epsom salt, and present buyers 
will probably require $1 45 at least to lay down 
the article here in car lots. Prices, therefore, 
are now quoted higher by holders, and in tar- 
relx $1 50 per 100 Ibs is demanded. 

A fairly good trade is in progress for cream 
tartar, which has also developed some strength 
and has advanced a shade, dealers realizing 
generally about 27c, per |b. in barrels for pow- 
dered. 

Powdered sugar of milk is considered cheap 
in 10 to 2C-lb. quantities at 34c. to 32c. 

Quite recently a party has been canvassing 
this market with sampies of drugs and bulky 
chemicals, such as opium, borax, oxalic acid, 
cocoanut oil and paraffine, which he offered 
for delivery here at prices far below the 
cheapest New York or other quotations. 
Being a stranger to the trade, his appearance 
under such circumstances naturally excited 
general interest, intensified by the fact 
of his apparent aversion to giving his 
connections and antecedents. It is under- 
stood that he closed contracts of importance 
among the trade, subject to payment on arri- 
val and approval of goods. From statements 
made by this party, it seems that he is an 
Australian of means, who has advanced finan- 
cially on consignments of these goods, and is 
now seekiug a profit on his investment. Alto- 
gether, his advent here was rather myste- 
rious, if not sensational, 

The death has been announced of Mr. At- 
wood Vane, of the Vane-Calvert Paint Com- 
pany, of this city, which occurred suddenly at 
Chicago, on the 7th inst. He was well-known 
to the trade, and left many friends. This firm 
has been attended by a singular fatality. In 
December last, Mr. W. H. Calvert died at his 
own hands, followed now by the senior pro- 
prietor’s demise. The business will probably

Puck on the Conger Lard Bill. 


Puck has lately contained several caustic 
articles on samples of special Congressional 
legislation, but failed to pay its respects to 
the most objectionable of all such bills until 
reminded of its neglect by Mr. James W. Tap- 
pin, which brought out the following com- 
ment on the Conger lard bill :— 

As for the Conger lard bill, we could not 
find space for a full and specific condemnation 
of that utterly bad measure, if we had three 
editorial pages instead of one. It is among 
the worst bills—perhaps it is the worst bill—of 
its sort that ever came tefore Congress. It is 
not, indeed, a bill, a parliamentary measure.

If th 
spirits contains even five per cent. of petr 
leum it will not have completely evaporaty 
in that time. 

This experiment will prove the absence or 
presence of petroleum in the sample. 

To estimate the per centage of petroleum 
adulteration, weigh a watch glass and put 
into it ten drops of the mixture and weigh 
again. Put into another glass about tey 
drops of pure spirits of turpentine and float 
both glasses on about a quart of water st 
about 170° F. 

As soon asthe pure spirits has evaporated 
take off the glass which contained the miz- 
ture and weigh it. Tne difference between 
this weighing and the weight of the glass 
will indicate about four-fifths of the amount 
of petroleumin the mixture. Knowing the 
weight of the ten drops the per centage can 
be calculated, 

A bent loop of wire is convenient to place 
on and remove the watc glass from the wa. 
ter. 

The hydrometer will detect adulteration 
with benzine or petroleum, but it cannot be 
used to estimate the amount of adulteration. 

The specific gravity of pure spirits of tur- 
pentine is about 0°865. 

Petroleum is the usual adulterant.

Free Coinage of Silver. 


Is is announced that the House Coinage 
Committee decided to report the Senate free 
Coinage bill adversely, with a recommenda- 
tion that it do not pass. This may be ac- 
cepted as practically putting a quietus on this 
m%st pernicious measure. The New York 
Board of Trade and Transportation recently 
appointed acommittee to proceed to Wash- 
ington and protest against the passage of 
this bil). Mr. Albert Plaut, of the firm of Lebn 
& Fink,a member of this committee, made a 
very able argument before the House Com- 
mittee in the course of which he eaid : 

Our imports from British East India, from 
China and Japan, from the whole of the West 
Indies, Central and South America, are all 
paid for in silver now, and when silver be- 
comes as valuable as gold, we will have to pay 
so much more for these products. 

For instance: When silver sold here at $1 20 
or thereabouts, quinine, which had been sell- 
ing at about twenty-three cents per ounce, 
advance to twenty-eight cents, caused by 
the increased cost of the hark. Ali Chinese, 
Japanese and South American products ad- 
vance in the same ratio, about 20%, and have 
since just as rapidly declined as silver. 

If we further consider that all the products 
of’ these countrie3 which we import are crude 
natural products, and not manufactured ar- 
ticles, and that we must have them, no matter 
what the cost, it can be seen ata glance that 
we will pay these countries just as much more 
for their goods as the present difference be- 
tween the price of silver and gold.

Geology of the Florida Phosphate 
Deposits.* 


BY N. H. DARTON. 

The phosphate regions of Florida occur 
mainly ithe western and west-central por- 
tions of the perinsul:, comprising a series of 
irregular areas scattered at varying intervals 
alopg a narrow belt extending from near 
Tallahassee toward Gainesville, and thence 
near.y to Charlotte Harbor, a distance of 250 
miles. The entire region is not yet fully ex- 
plored, but the vast extent of the deposits is 
satisfactorily established, and it is safe to pre- 
dict that Fiorida will finally become a promi- 
nent source of phosphate. The deposits are 
exceedingly irregular in extent and richness, 
and while there are many areas u3dcriaid by 
large bodies of high grade mineral, the great 
number of the deposits consist of impure, 
thin or scattered beds of no economic value. 

The psosphates are readily separable into 
three classes: 1. Rock phosphate, a homoge- 
neous, more or less completely |i‘ hified, light- 
colored phosphate of lime, constituting the 
surface of the middle Tertiary limestone 
formation. 2. Conglomerate, consisting of 
pebbles of phosphate rock imbedded more or 
less thickly in a matrix of phosphate sand, 
mar! and arenaceous und argillaceous materi- 
als. This fragmental formation lies in great 
sheets on the surface of the limestone, in 
some cases Overlupping the edge of the rock 
phosphates, from which its pebbles were de- 
rived, 3. River drift, consisting of phosphate 
pebbles derived both from the rock phosphate 
and the conglomerate, and constituting great 
placer deposits in the stream beds draining 
the other phosphate regions. 

So far as is known, the occurrence of the 
rock phosphate is restricted to a narrow, ir- 
regular belt extending through eastern Citrus 
county, northward through western Marion, 
probably to the exp sures near Albion, and 
thence with more or less continuity through 
Trenton in Alachua, Steiuhatchee in Lafay- 
ette and Lauraville in Sewanee, possibly to 
Monticello, in Jefferson, Perry in Taylor, and 
some other reported localities in the same di- 
rection. This region is uot by any means un- 
derlaid by a continuous sheet of phosphate, 
but includes irregular masses of variable sizes 
and thickness scattered about in detached 
bodies often widely separated by barren lime- 
stone areas. 

At Dunnellon, in western Marion county, 
there are representative exposures in the ex- 
tensive mine openings that are now being 
worked. Here the phosphate was found out- 
cropping at u number of points in the woods 
and in low biuffs and reefs in the Withla 
coochee HKiver near by. The deposit 
appears to constitufe a large basin, of which 
the bottom was not reached in a 3U-foot pit in 
the center. The phosphate is in Jarge parta 
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mixture of chalky and flinty rock similarin 
texture and structure to spongy limonite, 
hut usually crearoy white, gray or bluish gray 
in color. Some portions consist of dense, 
homogeneous. l\ithified materials; others are 
spongy. stalactitic or laminated. A fair aver- 
age samp!e or high-grade mineral was fonnd 
to contain 8: per cent. of phosphate of lime 
and 4% per cont. of carbonate of lime, 

The conglomerate phosphates occupy a 
very considerable area in Florida, and al- 
though not as rich in phosphate of jime as the 
phosphate rock, they will be of commercial 
importance, Tbe princips! deposits now 
known are south of the southern termination 
of the rock-phosphate be:t, in the western 
part of Polk county,1n the vicinities of Bar- 
tow and Fort Meade, where they cunstitute 
sheets of wide area, overlying the limestone 
sometimes to a thickness of from 20 to 3) feet. 
These cong omerate phosphates consist of 
smnall pebbles of 80 to 85 per cent. of phosphate 
rock, usually light colored, imbedded in a soft 
chalky matrix of phosphate sand, carbonate 
of lime, clay and sand in variable proportions. 
High-grade conglomerate will average from 
73 to 78 per cent. of phosphate of lime. 

At interva's along the eastern boruer of the 
rock-phosphate region, «nd qveriapping it at 
some points, there are fragmental and con- 
glomerate dep’sits of considerable extent 
but they are much more diverse in composi- 
tion than the great sheetsin Polk county, 
At the Dunellon mine, northern opening, 
there is a deposit of this class and the porous 
pebbly sandrock—“Chimney rock” cf the 
Gainesville region appears to belong to the 
same formation. 

The river drift deposits of phosphates are 
of great economic importance, for they are 
rich in phosphate and can be mined at small 


‘expense. Nearly every little watcr course in 


the phosphate regions contains accumulations 
of phosphate pebbles and along the larger 
streams there are many thick and extensive 
pebble deposits. Peace creek drains the Bar- 
tow-Fort Meade conglomerate region and 
flows over many great placer deposits, some 
of which are now extensively worked in De 
Soto county. The Withlacoochee, near Dun- 
ellon,and Alifia creek, northeast of Bartow, 
also contain extensive accumulations of peb- 
bles. These deposits consist of reck-phos- 
phate pebbles usually from an inch to one- 
quarter inch in diameter, wixed with more or 
jess sand and usually with bone fragments and 
occasional flint pebbles from the limestones, 

The three geologic formations to which the 
phosphates belong are distinctly separate 
stratigraphically, and represent a long inter- 
val of geologic time. The rock phosphates 
appear to be the deepiy eroded remnants of 
the phosphatized surface of the middle Ter- 
tiary limestone; the conglomerate depo:its 
overl.e these limestones unconformably, and 
in the Gainesvil'e region, at least, appear to 
be Miocene in age, and tne river drift deposits 
are apparently entirely subsequent to the 
great mantle of Pleistocene white and gray 
sands which covers the entire peninsula to a 
greater or less depth. 

Excepting in its light color the rock phos- 
phateisa physical counterpart of the brown 
limonite iron ores of the Appalachian lime- 
stone valleys,and the deposits have very simi- 
lar structual relations. I have found ata num- 
ber of localities that the massive phosphate 
graduates into the limestone usually by short 
transitions and many areas were discovered in 
the phospbate belt and under the conglomer- 
ate in the Bartow region where the limestone 
is only partially phosphatized. In the mines 
at Dunellon the massiye phosphate is appar- 
ently continuous with the limestones, but un- 
fortunately at the time of my visit there 
were no continous exposures from rich 
ph sphate to the walls of the basin and the 
bottom was not yet reached, so I was unable 
to establish a graduating sequence at that 
locality. There are, however, in the massive 
phosphate, occasional casts and impressions of 
the same middle Tertiary mollusca undobtedly 
lying as they were origivally deposited. 

The origin of the phosphate of lime is not 
definitely known, but it seems exceedingly 
probable that guano wus the original source 
and the genesis of the deposits similar to that 
of the phosphates on some of the West Indies. 
Two procesees of deposition have taken place, 
one the more or less complete replacement of 
the carbonate of lime by phosphate of lime, 
and the other a general stalactitic coating on 
the massive phosphates, its cavities, etc. 

The apparent restriction of the rock-phos- 
phate deposits to the western “ridge” of 
Fiorida may have some special bearing on 
their genesis, but at present no definite rela- 
tionship is perceived. The aggregate amount 
of phosphate rock distributed in fragmentary 
condition in the various subsequent forma- 
tions is very great, greater by far than the 
amount remaining in its original position, and 
it is possible that the area at one time in- 
cluded the greater part, if not all, of the 
higher portions of the peninsula. As this 
region apparently constituted a long, narrow 
peninsula or archipelago, during early Mio- 
cene times, it is a reasonable tentative hypo- 
thesis that during this period guanos were 
deposited from which was derived the mate- 
rial for the phosphatization of the limestone, 
either at the same time or soon after. 

The pebbles of the conglomerate phosphate 
were undoubtedly derived from the rock 
phosphates, for they are identical in appear- 








ance and composition and overlap them as a 
shore deposit. Evidence in regard to the age 
of the conglomerate formation is very 
meager. The only organic remains [ met 
with were two imperfect casts of Pectens in 
the “Chimney rock” near Gainsville. These 
had a miocene aspect, but the evidence is not 
by any means conclusive. This “Chimney 
rock” of Gainesville is a porcus sandstone 
containing a small proportion of febbies of 
phosphate rock lying uncenformably above 
the Vicksburg limestone. It is the structural 
equivalent of the conglomerate beds of the 
Polk county region, but they may prove nut 
to be identical in age.

Patented Mixed Paints. 


It isa noteworthy fact thit there has been 
of late years, as compared with former p ri- 
ods, a very considerable reduction ia the 
number of mixed paints annually patented, 
while new compounds placed on the market 
under this designation have been largely in- 
creased, The obvious inferences are that a 
patent uninquiringly bestowed under the 
present Government system, carries with it 
no special prestige in the paint trade, and, 
further, that most manufacturers of such 
paints regard a patent with its published 
specification as a mode of facilitating unau- 
thorized appropriations by painters. Accord- 
ingly, they prefer to have their compounds 
distinguished by their names, with descriptive 
designation as to purpose. The majority of 
mixed paints are confessedly designed to 
meet the requirement for cheapness. Ac- 
cordingly, outside patented paints are in the 
majority; paints for interiors having such 
varied applications as to call fo: special adap- 
tation to each particular job, as to which 
every master painter has his own formulas 
and preferences, derived from multiform 
tentative experiments, aided, as a matter of 
course, from other sources. It is only within 
the last eight years that the term “mixed 
paints” has been adopted by the Patent Office 
as a title of classification. 

Structural iron-work now enters so largely 
into buildings and their adjuncts as to render 
the consumption of paints for its protection 
and ornamentation enormous; accordingly, 
competition among manufacturers of pat- 
ented mixed paints in this line has been ex- 
ceedingly active. A patented composition 
which recommends itself as unexceptionable. 
It consists of white lead, ground metallic iron, 
Venetian red, brown japan, turpentine and a 
liquid drier. This paint assures a gooi com- 
pact body. there being a pronounced affinity 
between lead and iron particles, assuring 
strong coherence. A paint to be used asa 
dip and cement for iron-work consists of coal- 
tar, a solution of chlorid> of zinc, litharge, 
plumbago, asphaltum, varnish and gasoline, a 
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well considered combination for its Purpose 

The st ong drying qualities of the chloride of 
zine will help to dry the gastar. A patent of 
this class has for constituents coal-tar, sul- 
phur, china clay, alumina salt and black oxide 
of manganese—decidedly a very efficient com. 
bination. Another mixed iron paint, to which 
no special value can be attached, except ag q 
filler, isa mixture of iron sand ore with any 
color or filling matter. One wonders how such 
a composition ever came to be patented, 
Another patented iron paint is a compound 
of gum or resinous oil, silicate of soda, 
Prince’s metallic, Bossie’s red, potash, sq) 
soda, alum, and whiting. The union of thege 
ingredients cannot fail to assure an effective 
covering. Aniron paint which cannot we!| 
lack of durebility, consists of coal, or gas tar, 
tallow, sulpbur, borax, ground iron ore, yel. 
low ocher, water lime, plaster of paris and 
asbestos. A good and sensibly compounded 
iron paint isa mixture of glass, gum or reg- 
inous Oil, silicate of soda, Prince’s metallic, 
Rossie’s venetian red, potash, copperas, aj 
soda. alum and whiting. The silicate of soda, 
which is recommended by its cheapness, hasa 
wonderful powerasthe component of a paint 
in giving a hb gh finish,corrosion or ecaling,but 
we should judge that such a paint would not 
dry bard, and on this account would be ob- 
jectionable. At all events a painter would, 
to use a Gladstone phrase, have “to think 
once, twice and thrice’’ before using it. A 
patented paint apparently only adapted to 
the inside of tanks to contain oil or water, ig 
composed of a suitable oil having an admix- 
ture of rosin, beeswax and muriatic acid with 
acoloring matter which could not be dele- 
teriously affected by the acid. The main 
value of acids in such paints is, of course, to 
cut the oi). The last patent to be enumerated 
for iron works isa mixture of red lead, lin. 
seed oil, japan, turpentine and glycerine, 
Glycerine, as a rule, is objectionable ina 
paint an account of its non-drying quality, 
and its tendency to counteract the effect of 
linseed cil, which itself is an active absorber 
ofoxygen. The object which the patentee 
bas in view in employing it is probably to pre- 
vent decay from exposure to dampness, 


The production of paints that will protect 
hulls of vessels from barnacles and vegetable 
growths has been an unceasing subject of ex- 
perimental research. Large fortunces await 
inventors who can produce compounds in 
this line that prove indisputably successful, 
One patent taken out by Roasie, an 





Italian, has for its ingredients sugar 
of lead, beeswax, milk of _ sulphur, 
boiled linseed oil, refined petroleum, 


tallow, garlic juice and cayenne pepper, the 
mixture forming a pasty mass that may be 
used with any ordinary pigment. The basisof 
this preparation, sugar of lead, is manifestly 
a capital ingredient in this saponaccous com- 
pound. Whether cayanne pepper thoroughly 
enveloped will exert any influence 
in warding off barnacles or preventing the 
attachment of sea-weeds and marine fungi, 
may be doubted. Another patent in which 
barnacles are treated to 8 dose of calomel, is 
for a composition of oil of tar, gum shellac, 
calomel and ground gypsum plaster. Oil of 
tar has the peculiarity that it never dries, and 
it ig quite possible that a soft paint may be 
more efficacious in preventing fouling than 
one that presents a bard surface. The follow- 
ing patented anti-fouling composition for 
ships’ bottoms and rrotection of submerged 
structures bears evidence of scientitic chemi- 
cal research, the ingredients being such a are 
caiculated to form a homogeneous body. They 
consist of carbonate of baryta, arsenic, crushed 
powdered oyster shell, oxide of zinc, red lead, 
sal oxide, quadroxolate of potash, and a suit- 
able drier, such as sugar of lead, in admixture 
with a vehicle or medium of shellac, varnish 
or rosin. A mixed paint of apparent merit 
for like purposes has for ingredients sulphate 
of zinc, oxide of iron, sulphate of mercury, 
oxide of copper, zincslag, metal zinc, solution 
of tannin and shellac varnish. One notes here 
the incorporation of tannin as a well-known 
preservative, which finds its place in other 
compositions for the protection of wood. 
Zinc has a good repute as an anti-fouling 
metal; the compound appears well fitted for 
its purpose. For submerged strnctures & 
patent is issued for the mixture of red or 
white lead combined with mineral fiber, by- 
draulic cement and rosin. The mixture is 
excellent, as presenting a strong resisting 
coating. The two simplest patented com- 
pounds for submarine paint are for the union 
in one case of hydraulic cement, clay, milk 
and molasses, the other being a mixture of 
baryta, arsenic and pulverized oyster shells, 
neither of which stand on a par for lasting 
protection with the patents previously enu- 
merated. The latest patent taken out under 
this class is for the union of pure lead with 
cottonseed oil, the lead in a molten state 
being poured into the oil again and agaiD 
until there is no further affinity between the 
oil and the metal. A gallon of the oil absorbs 
ten pounds of the lead. It will be interesting 
to watch the effects of this impregnation, for 
no incorporation of a pigment witb oil could 
be more complete. 

Compounds for the protection of roofs con- 
stitute one of the largest sections of patents 
taken out. One of these, which we should 
judge to have the requisite elasticity and 
compactness, with non-liability to cracking 
or peeling, consists of an admixture of coa 
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ked lime, sulphur, salt and brown

In 
this the inventor has brought together the 
most potent of the materials used in various 
combinations for roofs, and durability may 
certainly be predicated for the composition; 
put this, with all necessary protection and the 
securance of other needed qualities in a roof 
paint, might be compassed by eliminating 
gome of the ingredients. One patentee com- 
pines for root coatings a liquid paint with 
gum shellac, water, potash, linseed oil, bal- 
sam of fir, white lead and flour. The novelty 
here is in the balsam of fir, which evidently is 
greatly relied on, as shown by the large pro- 
portion used, for playing an important part 
ingiving elasticitv to the coating and resist- 


ance to damp. Another patent is for mixing 
coaltar, powdered slate, salt, cement, ma- 
genta, potassa, sulphur and linseed oil—an ex- 
cellent combination. A wholly different pat- 
ented compound is a mixture of a coal or gas 
tar, rosin, tallow, sulphur, borax, ground iron 
ore, yellow ocher, lime, plaster of Paris and 
asbestos. The patentee of this mixture was 
evidently a practicalu an. The composition 
invites reliance on the score of efficacy. One 
patentee hasa very simple, but not on this 
account ineffective, furmula for coating 
roofs. Itissimply a mixture of ground coal 
tar, soapstone and peroxide of iron—ingredi- 
ents which coalesce well. A patented roof 
paint worth attention, is constituted of pe- 
troleum tar, cod liver oil, lime water, resin 
oil, pulverized copper, ground alum, glue and 
china clay (kaolin), orearth. This is no ordi- 
nary paint and is calculated to furnish a 
sound, compact body, not liable to crackor 
peel, and with a sufficiency of elasticity; it is 
manifestly applicable to other purposes where 
good outside protection is sought. The con- 
stituents of both a water and fire proof paint 
appearing among patents, are: Petroleum 
tar, resin oil, lime water, solution of glue and 
sal soda, alum, copperas, potash solution, as- 
bestos and venetian red. Asbestos, of such 
famous antique repute for withstanding fire, 
would only seem to have been recently 
thoughtof and very partially adopted as an 
ingredient in paint. Apart from any resist- 
ance aid it furnishes, the other ingredients in 


the above appear well adapted to their pur- 
pose. Of paints for shingle roofs and r-ugh 
boarding is one composed of coal tar, slate, 
salt, cement, magenta, potash, sulphur and 
linseed oil—an unexceptionable union of in- 
gredicnts. Another mixture of like applica- 
tion, cheap and serviceable, consists of coal 
tar, asphaltum, varnish, japan, crude car- 
bolic acid, naphtha and lime water. 

A patented compound for shingle roofs and 
ordinary work such as the coating of rough 
boards, has for its constituents gas tar, Wis- 


consin hematite, iron ore, red lead, sulphur | 


alum, and borax. A paint specified as service- 
able for wood, as well as metal, and against 
which no obj.ction can well be taken is con- 
stituted of colophone, petroleum, litharge 
sulphate of zinc, potash, alum, carbolic acid 
and linseed oil. In paints applied to the exte- 
rior of modern buildings, or parts, it is essen- 
tial they should be unaffected by damp, so as 
to prevent the wood rotting. An excellent 
patented mixture is composed of asphaltum, 
gutta percha, chip rubber, carbolic acid, ox- 
ide of iron, asbestos, slate dust, (marble dust) 
carbon bisulphide, japan and coaltar. An 
outside paint is patented as a compound of 
white lead, linseed oii, whiting, sulphate of 
zine, alum and glue with driers ané water. 
Like several other paintsin this line it is at 
once simple and calculated to be efficacious: 
A cheap patented mixture which will suit eve 
ry ordinary purpose in outside wood painting 
is a mixture of stearine, asphaltum, rosin,par- 
affine, rosin oil, oxide of iron and lime. This 
cheap mixture is adapted to every ordinary 
purpose. A good and cheap compound consist 
of the oil of mustard seed and mineral oil with 
the dry sulphate of iron and suitable vehicle. 
A mixture which is of no special account asa 
pitented article is made of coal tar, turpen- 
tine sulpburic acid and asphaltum with which 
a suitable pigment is to be combined. A pat- 
ent deacri‘ed by an apparent perversion of 
terms as a silicate paint, has for its body 30 
parts of street dust with 20 parts of slacked 
lime “dissolved in water before application.” 
The preparation is as worthless as it is cheap. 
The original feature is the unheard of feat of 
“dissolving” street dust. A paint calculated 
to be more durable and efficient, and which 
would prove a capital preventive of rotting 
of wood sunk in the ground is a combination 
of gas tar, asphaltum, varnish, venetian red, 
gum shellac, salt, sal soda, spirits of turpen- 
tine alcohol carbolic acid and water, another 
composition is of india rubber, benzine, linseed 
oil, spirits of terpentine, sulphide of s'ne, 
white lead and oxide of zinc, calculated to 
make an excellent coating. 
Another outside cheap paint for rougbsur- 
faces is specified as constituted of coal tar 
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yellow ocher, plumbago, lime, salt and coal 
oil. All the ingredients are serviceable and 
blended in due proportions would assure dur- 
ability, but one cannot help wondering why 
any individual should have felt called on to 
patent a combination which with slight var- 
iations bas been long and extensively used. 
There is nothing that would seem to be the 
proper subject of a patent in the following 
compound, the combination being common 
among painters, with the exception that sub- 
stitutes in the way of powdered stone ordin 
arily take the place of shale or slate. It is 
specified as consisting of a mixture of any 
suitable oil, pu: verized Hudson river shale or 
slate, silica, lime, alumina, carbolic acid and 
water. A patented mixed paint for rough 
outside purposes, also adapted to iron is com- 
posed of tar dissolved in turpentine or an 
equjvalent solvent, united with beeswax, 
white lead or zinc or any suitable coloring 
matter, and kaolin or fire clay andoil. A 
Canadian invention patented here for ex- 
teriors of wooden structures consists of pe- 
troleum tar, boiled linseed oil, crude petro- 
Jeum, mineral paint, sodium, rubber, lamp 
black and glue, a well considered combination, 
likely to be durable and certainly cheap. A 
serviceable cheap outside paint is constituted 


of dry fresh air slaked lime, coal 
tar, Prince’s metallic, coal oil, brown 
japan, baking soda, benzine and shellac, 


A good and cheap paint suited for house ex- 
teriors of wood is constituted of coal-tar, as- 
phaltum, powdered mineral of any kind: 
sulphur, litharge, iron cement and powdered 
pumice stone. The elementsand the extremes 
of temperaturc sbould have little effect upon 
such a paint. Another patent of the same 
class is more complicated but constitutes a 
good and durable mixture. It is made up of 
boiled linseed oil, silicate of soda, naphtha, 
alum, solution of potash, codliver wil, brown 
japao, and a body compound of oxide of zinc, 
white lead, china clay, golden ocher and vene- 
tiar red. In the following patent certain 
varying properties in different iron ores as 
applicable to paint are assumed to have been 
discovered, for we find hematite iron ore com- 
bined with yellow iron mineral, or limonite 
iron ore, in union with sulphur, beeswax, salt, 
ocher and tar. 

Patented mixed paints adapted to interior 
use are few. Master painters almost invari- 
ably, as a rule, keep their favorite compounds 
to themselves, and manufacturers of these for 
the market generally dcem it sufficient to 
append to these a special designation with 
their names and trade-marks. In a patented 
paint for interiors, lissee2 or nut oil is 
brought in combination with chrysophanic 
acid, sulphate of zinc, sulphate of copper and 


chromate of potash—a sound compound which 
invites indorsement. Nut oii was very exten- 
sively used by the old English painters, but itg 
cost as compared with linseed oil precludes 
any very extensive use except by canvas 
painters. A desideratum is a white paint that 
shall not take coloring from vitiated atmo- 
sphere, particularly from hydrogen. It is 
gratifying to tind among the patents issued 
one calculated to realize this object, judging 
froin the highly sc entific character of the 
formula and the treatment of the ingredients. 
The inventor is widely known as one of the 
most suegessful manufacturers of mixed 
paints. To sulphide of zine, sulphide of 
baryta, oxide of magnesium and carbonate of 
magnesia, forming, when mixed with a suit- 
able vehicle, a chemically heterogeneous body 
as distinguished from a mere mechanical 
union of ingredients always liable to disinte- 
gration. The process of preparation is novel 
and highly suggestive. The materials are cal- 
cined together to a red heat out of contact 
of air or free oxygen, so as to allow the gul- 
phide to remain unoxidized, after which the 
hot mixture is plunged into water and finally 
dried and triturated. It is evident that the 
completeness of the resistance to deteriorat- 
ing fumes is largely due to amalgamation by 
fire and the prevention of access of air to the 
sulphide, for where oxidation once sets in it 
continues. This paint, which presents an 
enamel-like surface, is suitable alike for in- 
terior and exterior purposes. It would be 
worth the while of experimenters in the paint 
line to try the effect of the above calcining pro- 
cess on other sulphides that enter into paint 

strong binding properties are certainly pre- 
sented in the following composition for in- 
terior woodwork, namely a mixture of pow- 
dered asbestos, zinc oxide and alkaline sili- 
cate solution. The combination of a sulphide 
and an oxide of the same metal is obviously 
calculated to contribute to strong coherence 
as constituents of a paint. One patented 
composition for interior woodwork has for its 
basis the sulphide and oxide of zinc combined 
with white lead, the fluids consisting of aso 

lution of india rubber, benzine, linseed oil and 
Spirits of turpentine. The compound is un- 
exceptionable; with ingredients rightly pro- 
portioned no house painter would hesitate to 
use it. A late patented calcimine paint is for 
the biending of cottonseed oil with calcined 
plaster. Such a mixture is on the side of 
cheapness, owing to the far lower price of 
cottunseed oil as compared with linseed oil, 
but cottonseed oil has the drawback of giv- 
a greenish hue to the composition par- 
ticularly when incorporated with light colors, 
that cannot well be overzome. A water and 
fireproof patented compound has the pe-

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culiarity of having sugar cane syrup as one of 
its elements, a circumstance recalling the 
fact that some ten years since scientific atten- 
tion was called to the peculiar property of 
sugar in its application to ordinary cements 
in increasing their impermeability. In the 
patent in question cane syrup is associated 
with coal tar. 

The extensive use of hard wood for the 
structural completion of interiors have largely 
added of late years to the demand for fillers, 
some of which are also applicable as finishers. 
New patents, however, are taken out. One 
of these consists of sublimated zinc, powder 
combined with whiting mixed with a suitable 
color and a vehicle. 


Another wood filler and finisher, unexcep- 
tionable in its composition, isa compound of 
bleached gum, shellac, corn starch, pulverized 
magnesia and alcohol. The penetrative qual- 
ity of the competition will fill the finest pores 


No one looks for a perfectly fire proof paint 
all that can be expected of an approved paint 
bearing this designation is, that it shall resist 
the desintegrating action of flame aad heat 
for aconsiderable period. There are paints 
of this class that have maintained their com- 
pactness even when the wood surface they 
coated hag been carbonized. Residence in 
Denver, Col., has evidently suggested to one 
inventor the employment for a fire proof 
paint of iron slag from guld and silver reduc- 
tion works ; with the slag ore combined talc, 
fire clay, lime, asphaltium and petroleum, 
using a liquid vehicle. The combination is to 
be approved, the ingredients being such as 
are calculated to secure a substantial protec- 
tive body to which asphaltum and petroleum 
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would impart the requisite elasticity. One of 


| the simplest fire-proof paints patented is a 


mixture of boiled coal tar, salt, litharge, sul- 


phur, alum and rosin with any mineral paints. 
A water as well asa fireproof paint presents 
the novelty of introducing raw sugar cane 
syrup, possibly for its glutinous and binding 
quality on the particles of the composition 
which contain coal tar, asphaltum, varnish, 
turpentine, red mineral, yellow ocher, whis- 
key, water, salt, soda and alcohol. The whis- 
key and alcohol indicate that the patentee has 
looked to these fora more subtle permeating 
effect in aiding the incorporation of the solid 
materials, just asin old time beer was ex- 
tensively used in mixture with water for 
building purposes as aiding coherence and 
cuntributing to impermeability, the spirits in- 
troduced into this compound may have their 
raison d’ etre. Theterm “red mineral” is ex- 
ceedingly vague. probably meaning red lead 
(minium or dentoxide of lead). The coal tar 
and salt, asphaltum and ocher, assure a good 
covering body, A patented waterproof mixed 
paint has for its constituents hematite, iron 
ore, yellow iron mineral or lemonite, linse-d 
oil, beeswax, salt,ocher andtar. The main 
object of the powdered metal would appear to 
give body to the paint; the mixture of tar and 
salt alone will render any surface waterproof. 
Charcoal, boiled linseed oil, turpentine, lith- 
arge and binoxide of mangauese form the 
subject of another patent. It may here be 
noted that the combination of manganese and 
charcoal is well worth attention in the prepa- 
ration of paints for several other purposes 

What is manifestly a strongly resistive patent- 
ed compound against the action of heat and 





flamw is composed of coal tar, sulphur, china 


clay, (kaoline) alum, salt and black oxide of 
manganese. The [introduction of china clay 
was a “happy thought.” The natural tenden- 
cy of coal tar and sulphur to burn is com 
pletely neutralized in this combination. It 
need scarcely be added that this is also a com- 
plete waterproof paint. 

Phosphorescent paints, although as yet not 
widely used, admit of manifold useful appli- 
cations. In these, pulverized oyster shells are 
a leading ingredient. A patent of the kind 
combines with oyster shell powder, ground 
marble, borax, alum, rock salt and lime in so- 
lution, all calculated to aid the lambent glow; 
these are to be mixed with a suitable vehicle. 
Another phosphorescent paint is made of a 
mixture of ground marb'e, pulverized eyp- 
sum or Keene’s cement, combined with a dry 
luminous composition of sulphate of borax, 
alum, rock salt and phosphate powder, mixed 
with a suitable vehicle rendered solid by 
dampening the same with a chemical! solution 
of water, lime and silicate of soda. This pat- 
ent is manifestly the result of labored inves- 
tigation, as to ingredients calculated to aid 
the purpose in view, and throws an interest- 
ing light on the substances charged with illu- 
minating qualities, for it is to be presumed 
that no patent would be taken out for a phos- 
phorescent paint without ample trial of its 
efficiency. One use to which phosphorescent 
paint has been applied, particularly in Ger- 
many, is for the painting of the dials of pub- 
lic clocks so as to show the time at night. 
They have been put to service for indicating 
the gateposts of the grounds of dwellings 
abutting on unlighted country roads.

Varnish Cums. 

Therehas been a fairly active demand dur- 
ing the past week for the various gums inci- 
dent to this season uf the year. We are in- 
debted to Mr. J.C. Firth, of Auckland, for 
the following report of that market. Un- 
der date of January 26, 1891, he says: 
“You may remember the statement I made to 
you,” that the Auckland gum areas were not 
being exhausted, and that new gum-fields 
were from time to time discovered.”” During 
my absence a new gum-field of unknown ex- 
tent has been discovered, in a district not sup- 
posed to contain any gum. Four hundred 
men are now digging gum on this field. Not 
that this discovery will largely increase the 
yield of gum, because the diggers have mig- 
rated from some of the old fields. Its chief 
lnterest lies in the assurance it gives of a long 
Continuance of the supply of Kauri gum.

Petroleum Discovery in Syria. 


The following report is by Consul Bissinger, 
of Beirut: * A discovery of petroleum has re- 
cently been made in the Alexandretta district 
in the vilayet or province of Aleppo, Syria, 
the extent and importance of which it has 
peen the endeavor of this consulate to ascer- 
tain. Tothisend the United States consular 
agent at Alexandretta was directed to cause 
‘minute inquiries to be made, but the result of 
his researches has not been as complete and full 
as could have been wished for. The only de- 
tails elicited are that the land in which a cer- 
tain kind of brownish soil emitting a peculiar 
and strong smeil has been found extends about 
fourteen or fifteen miles to the west of Alex- 
andretta, and from one mile and seven-eighths 
to two miles and a haif inland from the sea- 
shore, and that the district within in which 
are the petroleum wells just discovered is situ- 
ated within this area, and is not more than 
about one donoun, or 275 square feet, in ex- 
tent.The soil within this comparatively narrow 
compass is said to emita strong smell of naph- 
tha, but does not appear to ignite when the 
experiment is made of lighting a rag steeped 
in this almost liquid -like substance. No trial 
or analysis seems to have been made by the 
concessionary as yet, nor any studies under- 
taken respecting the possible yield, &c., of the 
new mine; a universal opinion, however, is 
said to prevail that the discovery is of little, if 
any, importance.”

Petroleum Tauks in Italy. 


Venice was the first city in Italy to con- 
struct petroleum tanks, This work was ac- 
complished in 1888 by the firm of Walter & Co. 
In the same year Mr. G. B. Profume, of Genoa, 
bought an old vessel and reduced it to a petro- 
leum tank, naming it the Guerriera; it hasa 
capacity of about 1,500 tons. Next came 
Savona, with four iron tanks—two large and 
two small ones; total capacity, 10,000 tons. 
These also are owned by Walter & Co., of 
Venice. Later On the firm of Librach, Cantor 
& Florio (now Librach & Cantor) constructed 
iron tanks at Leghorn. This company manu- 
factures its own wooden cases and cans. It is 
protected by the Nobel Company, and handles 
only Caucasian product. Finally, last year, 
the municipality of Genoa entered into part 
nership with this firm, Cesaroni & Co., and 
constructed iron tanks of the capacity of 
about 560,000 tons; estimated cost, 1,800,000 fra. 
These tanks are rented tu Messrs, Librach & 
Cantor for the sum of 100,000 frs. per annum. 
The last named firm has the control of Nobel’s 
oil for all Italy. It is the intention of the 
municipality of Genoa, however, a: no distant 
day, to construct eight more tanks, one of 
large size and seven small ones, for the use of 
whomsoever chooses torent them. The eight 
will have a total capacity of about 700,000 tons 
In Naples aiso it is proposed to construct sev- 
eral iron tanks for petroleum. Men of high 
business standing are interested in the enter- 
Prise; among them are such firms as Jeser, 
Merricoffre, Salvatore, Desimone, and others. 
It is said that a large petroleum field hus been 
discovered at a point between Mantua and 
Venice, on the property belonging to a Mr. 
Pretto, from which an abundant quantity of 
petroleum has been produced.It is further as- 
serted that Mcssrs. Burton, Buckly & Co., of 
Genoa, large dealers in American oil, have in- 
Vested extensively in this field, and propose 
to erect a refinery thereonat no distant day. 
Inquiry has failed to draw out further infor-

The course of the market during the past 
week has had a downward trend, caused by the 
developments in the Wildwood field and in 
that latest addition to the productive terri- 
tory, the McCurdy field. Notwithstanding 
these latest wells of reported large production 
the daily pipe line runs show no increase, in 
fact they indicate a decrease of productioa of 
fully 12,000 bbls from the January average. It 
will require quite a number of additional 
gushers to overcome this difference. But it 
appears that the operators have become 
alarmed lest the output be increased to a point 
which will add largely to the stocks above 
ground. The deliveries thus far this month 
show a decrease of about 10,000 bbis from the 
January average, and should the wells now 
approaching the sand prove to be large pro- 
ducers it is feared by the longs that an impor- 
tant change in the situation would make their 
position unpleasant, hence their desire to un- 
load. Itdoes not require very much in the 
way of new wells and extension of territory 
to alarm the average operator, although he 
affects to disregard the statistical situation. 
Very little is now heard about dollar oil, al- 
though at the opening of the year that was 
predicted during the early months,and the 
pipe line statement, showing an increase 
in. stocks, did not appear to sheke their faith, 
In the West the Burdick pipe line bill, which 
is before the Pennsylvania legislature, attracts 
fully as much attention as does news from the 
fields. Unlike the Billingsly bill of unsavory 
memory, which this bill resembles in many 
particulars, the producers do not favor its 
passage, nor do the dealers and refiners. It is 
a pernicious measure which has few friends 
beyond those who hope for personal gain. 
Refiners in the oil region say it will prevent 
the extension of the pipe line system and kill 
competition, and the producers are opposed to 
the measure for the same reson, while both 
these interests say the present charges are satis- 
factory and they do not ask for legislative in- 
terference. The transactions during the past 
week show a decrease from those of the previ- 
ous week, the sales footing up 244,000 bbis(244,000 
N. T. and 0,000 B.), against 373,000 bbis for the 
preceding week. The clearances of the 
local exchange amounted to 766,000 
bbls, against 672,000 bbis during the 
preceding week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 4,032,000 bbls, against 2,932,000 


' bbls for the preceding week. The highest 


price of the week was recorded on Wednesday, 
when 784%c was reached. The lowest point 
of the week was 75!4c, and was touched 
on Friday. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was 78i4c and the close this evening was 
at 76c, showing a loss of 244c as the result of 
the week’s trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 2%c. There 
were no transactions in Buckeye certificates, 
and the nominal settling price remained 23c, 

In the Bakerstown field the activity that has 
been noticeable for the past few monthsshows 
noabatement. The Butchers Oil Cu, No. 4, on 
the Richards farm, is 10 feet in the sand with 
oil enough in the hole to indicate they have a 
well. Onthe Pat Kennehill farm they are in 
boulder. Joe Willison & Co., on the Patton 
farm, are in the Blue Monday. Feely & Clark, 
on the Mrs. Mahan farm, are in the sand and 
havea good show for awell. The Chartiers 
Oil Company are starting a well on the Kyle 
farm and have a rig up for No. 20n the Widow 
Hayesseven-acre reserve. They have not yet 
succeeded in recovering the tools from No. 1. 
Joe Willison & Co. have arig completed on 
the Allison farm, and are in the salt sand on 
the Wesley Marks farm. Christie & Co., on 
the Absolom Marks farm, are down 900 feet. 
Ireland & Hughes are 600 feet, and shut down 
awaiting a new cable. The Chartiers Oil Com- 
Pany, on the Bob Jack farm, are in the hun- 
dred foot, with Nos. 3 and 4, same farm, is 
down 1,100 feet. Willison & Co. are drilling at 
1,100 feet on the Bill Jack, and have put in the 
last string of casing at their wildcat on the 
Reed farm. Painter & Lewis are pulling the 
casing at their old well on the Alex. Hughes 
farm, and will ream down and case off the 
water and drill deeper. 

In the Butler field at Harmony, Hovis & Co. 
No. 1 is making 6 bbls; Keating Oil Co. No. 1, 
6 bbls; Shontz No. 1, 5 bbls; Stoughton Oil Co, 
No. 2, 5 bbis; Latshaw & Co. No.1, 15 bbls. The 
late wells at Caillery show a production as fol- 
lows: Goehring & Co., Deemer lot, 70 bbls; 
Forst & Co., Staples, 40 Bbis; Forst & Co., Mar. 
burger, 70 bbls; Root & Boyer, McNeal, 40 bbls; 
Webber & Co., Wallace, 15 bb's; Collins & Heas- 
ley, Miller; 80 bbls; Irwin, Reeper & Co., 10 
bbls. Goehring & Co., Staples, is in the sand 
and made several fine flows. Several other 
Wells are in the sand with average prospects. 

At Jefferson Cenre and Saxonburg, 
several wells are getting near the 
Point of interest. Hartman & Son No. 8, Byer- 
ly heirs, are drilling at a depth of 1,650 feet; 
Frazier & Cr. No. 1, Hoffman heirs, 1,700 feet; 
Leonora Oil Company No. 3, Webber farm, 1,650 
feet. Jefferson Oil Company No. 3, Korn- 
rumpf farm is 10 feet in the sand, with no very 
bright prospects. T. W. Phiilips has seven 


wells drilling at a deph of from 150 feet to 
1,10 feet, with one rig on the Swaney farm. 
His No. 2, Barr heirs’ farm, is producing 60, 
Shell heirs’s farm, 15 bli 8 


bis; No. 2, 





and No.1, D. J. Byerly farm, only five bbls, 
Hartman & Son Nos. 4,5 and 6, Byerly heirs, 
are averaging about 5 bbis each. They bave 
three wells drilling and two rigs up. Jeffer- 
son Oil Company havea rig up for their No.4 
well on the Kornrumpf. At Bull Creek, 
Butchers’ Oil Company No. 4, Richards, found 
the pay streak and started off at the rate of 
175 bbls per day. Carpenters’ Oil Co. are pump- 
ing their well on top of the tools, and it is 
making about 30 bbls perday. Ingalls & Co. 
No. 1, Wesley Monks farm, has reached 1,400 
feet on its way down; likewise Christie & Co., 
on the Monks, and also Ireland & Hughes No. 
2, on the M. Monks, and several other wells in 
this old portion of the field are aearing the 
saand, among them Butchers’ No. 1, P, Ken- 
nehill, 1,700 feet; Spang & Chalfant No. 2, D. 
Patton, 1,600 feet, and Chartiers No. 4. Robert 
Jack, 1,500 feet. Cochrane & Co. No.1, Mrs, 
G. W. Hays, is making 30 bbls. 


Wednesday, Feb. 18. 

The market showed unmistakable evidences 
of weakness this morning, and the opening at 
78l4c was the highest price of the day. There 
were sellers at this figure, but no buyers, and 
in order to effect sales it was soon found nec- 
essary to lower the offers, but the bidding was 
very light and kept on the downward turn. 
The market, however, gave way gradually but 
steadily, and early in the afternoon bottom 
was touched at 77c. This figure appeared to 
be regarded favorably by buyers, and their 
efforts brought about a partial reaction, 
but very little business resulted. Late 
in the day a further hardening took place on a 
few orders to buy,but the market closed weak 
and dull of 77}gc, showing a loss for the day 
of 5g4c under a range to quotations of 1c. 
Sales to the amount ef 36,000 bbls were re- 
ported. Buckeyes were scarcely mentioned. 
In the McCurdy field the well on the Parson- 
age lot was in the sand and flowing 25 bbis an 
hour, The location of this weil is nearly 800 
feet due east of Balmer No. 2, and shows addi- 
tional width to the belt. In the Wildwovod 
field the Greenlee & Forst well on the 
Peebles farm, wasone bitin the sand and 
the hole stands full of oil, The Evans, Mande- 
ville & Co. well, on the Marks farm, is making 
12bblsan hour. The Roth Oil Co.’s well on 
Kyle farm, when two feet in the sand got ¢ 
flow of gas that showed a pressure of 800 
pounds, They, owing to this cause, are unable 
to get the tools down in the hole. This well in 
this particular, resembles the old Bowman 
gasser, on the Whitesell. Roth Oil Co. No. 1), 
on the Harbush, is in and flowing three bbis 
an hour and gaining.

In token of respect to the memory of Gene- 
ral W. 'T. Sherman whose funeral took place 
to-day, the exchange closed at noon and, in 
fact, business generally was suspended 
throughout the city. Business on the West- 
ern exchanges was suspended by common con- 
sent, although there was nv official closing. 
The mirket opened weak at 77i¢c, showing a 
decline of 3¢c from the close of yesterday, and 
this also remained the highest price of the 
day, there being rather free offerings. Under 
these conditions the price promptly receded to 
7634¢ and a fair amount of oil changed hands, 
but lower bids would not be entertuined. The 
weaker feeling was due to reports from the 
McCurdy and Wildwood fields, in the lattera 
new well of considerable importance being 
reported. Atthe close there appeared to be 
some buyers but the final figures were barely 
steady at 76%c, showing a loss for the day of 
ic, the extent of the variations having been 
only 3¢c. Sales of 70,000 bbls were reported. 
Buckeyes have apparently been lost sight of, 
neither bids or offer being made. The Wild- 
wood field surprised the trade with another 
gusher on the southwest line, where at best 
only a fair producer was looked for, 
The well belongs to Forst & Greenlee, 
located on the Alston farm, a _ part 
of the old Peeble homestead, and 180 
rods southwest of the Marks well, on a45° line 
It began flowing at a 100 barrel-an-hour gait, 
as shown by a half hour's gauge. This gusher 
being located as it is, gives the southwest end 
of the field a new lease of life and has devel- 
oped quite an amount of teeritory. It will 
also be anincentive to starting another new 
batch of new wells. The owners evidently did 
not expect a well of this magnitude as they 
had only two 25)-barrel tanks up, and had not 
ordered the pipe line to make connections. 
The Roth Oil Company well on the Peebles, 
which came ina big gusher, has not been 
drijled any deeper, nor will it be until the 
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pressure of gas diminishes. The owners of 
the well have strong hopes of striking a big 
pay, and are very anxious to get the drill 
started again. The Roth Oil Company are 
drilling avery important well on the Hoff- 
man, On deeper drilling the same company 
increased their No. 11, Harbush, to 20 barrels 
an hour. Ringheisen No. 4 isin and flowing 
srom 250 to 300 barrelsaday. No. 5 is seven 
bits in the sand. No. 3, same farm, is through 
the sand and doing in the neighborhood of 200 
barrel a day, and No. 2 has ceased to flow and 
is being tubed. Muirks No. 1is estimated at 
200 barrels a day, and all the Kress farm wells, 
with the exception of 7 and 8, have stopped 
flowing. Barnsdall & Co. found another pay 
in Zugenheim’s No. 6, and is making from six 
to ten barrels an hour. Greenlee & Forst’s No. 
1, six acre lot, is producing 16 inches an hour, 
and No. 1, same farm, is making 4 inches. Ire- 
land & Hughes, on the Bryant farm, are from 
10 to 12 feet in the sand, but as yet have no oil.

The new Wildwood well, and other field de- 
velopements, were evidently regarded as very 
threatening in the way of increasing the pro- 
duction and causing further addition to the 
stocks above ground. The opening price was 
76c, a decline of %c from the closing price of 
yesterday and from this there was a prompt 
drop to 7544,which,however,remained bottom 
for the day. This induced some buying, but it 
was not until after reports were received of 
active buying on the Bradford exchange that 
the market took aturn upward. Buying or- 
ders were received here during the noon 
hour and then, with the reports from 
the West, caused a rapid advance to 774c, but 
the movement was not sustained and the price 
soon dropped under rather free offerings, the 
market varying as offers or bids were made 
during theafternoon and closcd rather 
weak at76%, making again for the 
day of %c under a range to quo- 
tations of 2c. The sales footed up 
70,000 bbls. Buckeyes still remain in the back- 
ground, In the Wildwood field the pro- 
duction of Greenlee & Forst’s Alston wel!

Evans & Mandeville’s well on the Wright farm 
(erroneously calied the Marks, whose interest 
in it lapsed some time ago) is still in search of 
the second pay and meantime fl wing 125 
bbls a day. The Roth Oil Co.’sgasser on the 
Henry Kyle farm was not drilled any be- 
cause of the too strong pressure of gas, the 
volume of which is fully as great as when it 
was first struck. A new rig has been built on 
the Heidelberger farm in place of the one 
burnt a few days ago, and drilling was re- 
sumed. The Roth Oii Company’s No. 11 Har- 
bush, about the middle of the farm, was doing 
40 barrels an hour, from the second pay and 
without any drilling increased to 75 barrels an 
hour, all by itself. It drilled itself further 
into the sand, or in other words, the pressure 
broke thruugh the sand and opened a vein for 
the oil that was below the bottom of the drill 
hole. The owners wil not interfere with the 
operation, no matter how long it may con- 
tinue. Ireland & Hughes’ well on the J.C. 
Bryant farm was two bits in the sand with 8(0 
feet of oil in the hole. There is no gas and no 
flow.

It is very little 
west of the imaginary 45° line through 
the field, to which operations have so persist- 
ently clung ever since old No. 1 Whitesell was 
struck, The Roth Oil Company’s gasser, about 
as far on the other side of said line, and al- 
most directly east of it, is not accepted yet as 
adry weil, for it may find the fluid by drill- 
ing a little deeper, which cannot be done 
while the flow of gas is so strong.

The well on the ,Peebles farm and the 
Harbush No. ll sent the production of 
the field upto nearly 9,000 bbls. The Dibert 
well, on the Jenny farm, and one-fourth of a 
mile in advance of the Greenlee & Forst well, 
on a 45 degree line, will be the next well due 
in advance. The rig has been rebuilt at the 
Guffy & Co. well, on the Heidleberg farm, and 
within a few days the result in this venture, 
so far to the west of the much coveted 45 de- 
gree line, will be known. Next to Wild- 
wood the McCurdy field holds second place. 
The Aiken & Co. well, on the parson- 
age property, and the Guffy & Gailey well, 
on the church-yard lot, have been the new 
acquisitions to this comparatively new field.

English Petroienm Markets. 


London.—During the continuance of the 
severe frost, which lasted until the third week 
in January, and prevented the article from 
being delivered with its customary dispatch, 
the market for petroleum oil exhibited in- 
creasing buoyancy, when sales were practica- 
ble at advancing rates, and American refined 
becoming the favorite description for the 
time being, realized 6d. to 644d., or 44d. per 
gal. more than was obtainable for the Russian 
product. It is, however, a fact no less strange 
than true, that the latter class of oil, though 
easier to secure, because of its being ware- 
housed in all directions, was quite out of the 
running with the trade, who seemed to ignore 
it altogether, and Only limited purchases 
were made by them at 53¢@554d—Prices very 
little above those of December last. As the 
end of January drew near, however, 
milder weather returned, when the de- 
mand all round visibly silackened, as 
deliveries of oil previously bought could no 
longer be postponed, and with a sudden cur- 
tailment in the operations of buyers the value 
quickly declined, till at the close of last week 
it was fully 14d per gal lower, leaving Ameri- 
can oil at 554@534d and Russian at 544@5'4d. 
Since then little animation has existed, and 
transactions are much restricted at about 
these rates. The movements in the quota- 
tions for water white oil have been of evena 
more spasmodic kind, starting during an in- 
terval of scarcity from 6}44@7}41 to 74@8i4d 
and again to 734d and 9d, but as suddenly fall- 
ing back to 7d and 8d per gallon when free 
supplies became available, and closing at 7d to 
7d. Other mineral oils, however, have mostly 
remained unaffected by the changes above 
recorded, but refined coal oil has in some in- 
stances been sold as low as 434d per gallon.

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Canada Petroleum Matters. 
Trade in this line is practically “dead” these 





days, as indeed it appears to be in almost ev- 
ery branch of commerce. The general elections 
appear to be the all-absorbing theme of con- 
versation, to the detriment of business tran 

sactions or speculations generally, either in 
petroleum or other markets. The price here 
has fallen off during the past two weeks, toa 
decrease of about four or five cents. In ex- 
planation of this it goes wihout saying that 
the policy of free trade in petroleum would 
oreate a.revolution in the Canadian trade, the 
anticipation of which makes our locai jobbers 
considerably delicate in the matter of specu- 
lation. But the peculiar nature of the Cana- 
dian producing trade, as compared with that 
of other countries, tcgether with its disad- 
vantages, has always been taken into thought- 


ful consideration by the Reform Administra- 
tion when in power in years past; it being a 
well-known fact that to Hon. Alex. Mackenzie 
the Petrolia, oil producer owes gratitude for 
the measure of protection now afforded. But 
there is also danger from another source 
The “old chieftain” at Ottawa has prom- 
ised to negotiate for a measure of “Recip- 
rocity in Natural Products.” As petro- 
leum must come under this head, it will be 
easily understood why the dealer is 80 shy 
about moving. He feels that, metaphoric- 
ally speaking, he is “between the devil 
and the deep sea.” He does not know 
whether to take Sir John at his word and 
prepare for meeting American competition, 
or in case the Liberal party are in the ascen- 
dancy atter the ith of March, he is doubtful 
as to whether the new powers will recognize 
the peculiarities of the case, and its vested 
right, as they have done in the past, or whether 
he will have to meet the same competition that 
he would if Sir John’s idea of reciprocity be 
carried out. In any case the bugbear will not 
have to be confronted for several years. A 
treaty can not be negotiated in the 
course of a week,norina month. Therefore 
the relaxation of business just now is alto- 
gether too premature, and if the producer 
can hold his stock until after election day, 
without a doubt he will see the market resume 
its natural firmness, 

Refined is moving along at a fairly brisk 
rate for this season of the year, the price be- 
ing about 12c in car lots, f. o. b. here. The new 
refinery has started up again after being closed 
down for a few weeks, and possibly times will 
Shortly resume their accustomed activity for 
a tew weeks at least.—Petrolia Topic, Feb, 20.

The market for opium is still devoid of spec- 
ial interest. Buyers take only what 
thy need for current use as no 
particular inducement is made _ to 
them to lay in supplies. Consequently the 
only business we hear of is in single cases or 
maller lots at the range of $215@220 for 
paturnal and $210@215 fur standardized. 
Natural to arrive in March-April is quoted at 
$210 by some sellers, but we hear of no busi- 
nes. Cable advices from Smyrna report a 
steady market. Sellers there are few as hold- 
es are loth to accept present prices. The last 
mail reports state **the hopes entertained of a 
good crop are somewhat weakened and 
well founded fears have predominated 
during the last few days. Since 
the publication of last mail advices torrents 
of rains have fallen in all the adjacent coun- 
ties, and the quantity that fell wasso great as 
t resuit in widespread inundations. Four 
rivers have overflowed their banks and the 
plains of Baladorissi, Techina, Aiden, Mene- 
men, Megnesie, Cassaba, Axar, Coula, etc., are 
under water, while the damage done already 
very great.” “To cite but one instance,” 
ys our correspondent, “in Aiden more than 
W houses have either been badly damaged or 
eatirely destroyed. * * * But the great- 
et havoc has been done to the 
crops, which are under water, with the 
exception of those in the high lands. We can- 
notas yet value the damage done as we are 
without details from many places. Unfortu- 
nately the appearences are bad as the rain 
continues. It is 14 years since we have seen 
wich a state of things, and unless the rain 
ceases within 48 hours the losses will be heavy 
and the crop entirely destroyed.” Later the 
weather changed, a coid wave following the 
min storm. An editor of a local Turkish 
paper compares the weather with that of 1876, 
when the opium crop turned out 3,300 cases. 


Quinine. 


The quinine market has recovered some- 
what during the past few days. The panicky 
feeling noted at the date of our last and for a 
week previous has been displaced by a feeling 
of greater confidence on the part of holders. 
The improvement seems to have been due en- 
tirely to the stronger reports from London, 
wthere has been nothing in the condition of 
the local market to inspire confidence in the 
future. Very little speculative interest has 
been manifested, the demand being almost 
exclusively from distributors. The reported 
tales for this week aggregate 50,000 ozs at 22@ 
% as to brand, seller and quantity. This 
borning 23c was generally quoted, but the re- 
port from the bark sale had the effect of caus- 
ga somewhat easier feeling, and although 
there was no quotable change in price it was

For the mucilaginous gums quite a brisk 
Jobbing demand is reported, though we get 
no gales of consequence, Tragacanths con- 
tinue to advance abroad, but compe- 
tition here provents any material im- 
provement in price, For camphor the 
dGomand is reported unusually good fer 
the season, but manufacturers aro 
loth to accept contracts for forward delivery, 
and the business ts solely of a jobbing charac- 
tor. The market is firm with an upward ten- 
dency. Chicle, owing to increased supplies 
and a lack of important demand, is somewhat 
lower, current quotations being b0@550, while 
a largo buyer might possibly do better. San- 
drao is very firm at 26@280, the stock here

Second hands quote 27@30c, as to quality and 
quantity, but lots in port, which have not yet 
passed the Custom House, might be bought at 
25c. There is some inquiry, but no sales of 
consequence are reported. 

Pink root of good quality is about out of 
market and for the stock an offer up to 30c is 
demanded though some might be had at 25c. 
These figures seem to be above buyers’ views 
and we hear of no business. 

Mexican sarsaparilla is somewhat firmer, 
holders generally refusing to shade 9c. No 
business of consequence has been done. For 
Honduras there is fair demand and we get 
sales of 25 bales at full prices. 

Shellac. 

The Calcutta market shows rather more 
strength and in London, at the public sale to- 
day, there was an advance of 2%. Here the 
market is still rather quiet and business is con- 
fined exclusively to filling jobbing orders. 
The inquiry from consumers has been rather 
better during the past few days and more 
goods are moving on small orders but large 
buyers continue to hold aloof. Garnet seems 
to be in a better position than any of the 
other marks, the indications being that the 
manufacturers wili be unable to fill their con- 
tracts within the prescribed time. The stock 
here is lighter than known for several years 
and London also is poorly supplied. There 
has been no further quotable change in the 
Prices for any of the various marks and the 
market closes fairly steady, The London 
Commercial Record of the 13th inst. says: 
* Another large auction sale (including a con- 
siderable quantity ‘without reserve for ac- 
count of whom it may concern’) has been 
held this week and contrary to expectation 
demand was excellent throughout. Second 
orange sold at the commencement of the 

-sales on the basis of 586 to 59s per cwt. for TN 
quality—a fresh reduction of 3s to 4s per cwt., 
but the decline was soon afterwards fully re- 
covered the quotation at the close of the sales 
being 62s per cwt. which price has since been 
maintained, the sales by private con- 
tract being estimated at upwards of 
1,000 cases. 100 cases second orange for 
February delivery basis TN were sold 
at the commencement of the week at 60s, but 
more recently 300 to 400 cases March and April 
have changed hands at 62s down to 60s per 
cwt. A few hundred cases of TN April-June 
shipment have been sold by a German import 
house at 56s to 5iscif, but the Greek houses 
do not offer at this quotation; February-March 
is quoted at 58scif. Of AC garnet upwards 
of 400 cases were sold on the spot 
at the commencement of the week at from 62 
@63e per cwt. for free worked—a reduction of 
28 per cwt, but this decline has since been re- 
covered, sales having been made at the old 
quotation of 64s per cwt. The transactions 
this week have been in execution of genuine 
home trade and export orders, there being 
little or no speculative inquiry at the mo- 
ment; indeed any speculative demand for this 
description would very soon lift prices up 
considerably, as tke supply on offer, at 
present rates, is extremely small, the bulk of 
the unusually smal! stock(3,365 cases, all sorte) 
being now in the hands of two or three firms. 
Messrs. Angello, we are informed, find con- 
siderable difficulty in procuring sticklac suit- 
able for AC, nearly the whole of the raw 
material obtainable this season being of a 
quality much too fine in color for the man- 
ufacture of garnet. Part of the quantity of 
AC contracted to be shipped to the end of 
March—viz,6,500 cases—will,it is expected have 
to be ‘arranged’ in some manner, the deliver- 
ies from the factory up to the present time 
having been on a small scale. We understand 
that the Calcutta market last week was in a 
condition of panic, most of the native manu- 
facturers offering freely at a sharp drop 
in prices, at which the Greeks came 


in and purchased heavily. The mar- 
ket is now reported to be 
steadier in tone. Messrs. Jardine, Skinner & 


Co’s factory, [D.C.] is reported closed, and 
other manufacturers are stated to be work- 
ing short time, the native factories having, it 
is said, contracted for the bulk of the Coos- 
mee crop this season. It is anticipated that 
the deliveries of shellac from ware-house this 
month will amount to fully 6,000 casea.”

On the contrary, 
the United Alkali Company is a combination 
of manufacturers, organized solely by them - 
selves for their own mutual protection, and 
without the pvyment of one single penny of 
promotion money. Some seven years ago the 
manufacturers of bleaching powder, tired of 
the warfare which they had been carrying on 
among themselves for several years (which by 
buyers of their goods was called healthy com- 
petition, but which to the manufacturers 
themselvse meant too frequently serious loss) 
determined to unite in a voluntary associa- 
tion, reduce the quantity made, and so raise 
the price. This arrangement saved the manu- 
facturers from loss, and worked fairly well 
for upwards of six years, but it had this draw- 
back, that as it affected only one article, it 
was sometimes necessary to raise the price of 
that article unduly high in order to recoup 
losses on other articles which the manufac- 
turer was obliged to produce in large quan- 
tities in order to obtain the bleaching powder 
of which only he controlled the price. In this 
way the price of bleaching powder was at 
times 40 to 50 per cent. higher than it is to day 
under the control of this company (hear.

If to this we add the amount of 
the three other leading heavy chomicals, made 
only by this company, and leave out of our 
calculation the thousands of tons of other 
chemicals we annuaily manufacture, we ar 
rive at this, that the annual production for 
sale by this company of these four heayy 
chemicals is upwards of 565,000 tons, as com- 
pared with about 115,000 tons made by the 
three firms who manufacture only by the am. 
monia process; in other words, this company 
is to-day producing about 83 per cent. of the 
whole (applause). If, however, we go further 
and compare the total output of the three 
firms I have referred to with the total output 
of this company, we find that the company 
stands for over 90 per cent. of the whole (hear, 
hear, and applause).

llizing Chemicals. 

The past week teing broken by holidays, 
business, as a matter of course, could not be 
expected to turn out as well as the preceding 
one, and yet the past week has been no ex- 
ception to the rule. There has been an im- 
proved demand for nearly all the leading fer- 
tilizing chemicals, both for spot and for early 
spring delivery. Consequently, stocks of 
various grades have become about exhausted, 
and vajiues in consequence are tending up- 
wards. Sulphate of ammonia, made from gas 
liquor, has been very active, both for spot 
and for future delivery; the stocks of domes- 
tic in first hands is about exhausted, thus 
causing buyers to procure their supplies from 
abroad. There have been eales of several 
bundred tons of foreign at 3 224%4c for March 
and April; also at 325c for May and June; 
the market closes firm at 3 25@3 30c, as to 
quantity and date of delivery. Bone sulphate 
of ammonia is also in request at 3 15@3 2c, 
as to quantity and date of delivery. Bone 
meal is easier, it now being quoted at $22@ 
22 50 as to quantity and holder. Dried blood 
of the high grades continues in request, and 
values are tending upwards, Several large

Chlorates. 


The ordinary process for the manufacture 
of potassium chlorate consists, as is well 


known in passing chlorine into milk of lime, *, 
forming a solution of calcium chlorate and 
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the addition of an equivalent quantity of 
potassium chloride, and crystallizing out the 
potassium chlorate formed. Theoretically, 
the action of chlorine on lime sbould give five 
equivalents of chloride to one of chlorate; 
practically, nearly six equivalents of chloride 
are obtained. It is impossible to separates the 
potassium chlorate completely from the large 
amount of calcium chloride by crystalliza- 
tion, and under ordinary circumstances about 
twenty per cent. of the product is lost in the 
rmoother liquors. Hammill finds that this loss 
can be greatly reduced by diluting the liquid 
slightly and lowering its temperature to 0° C, 
by refrigerating apparatus. By this method 
the yield of chlorate issaid to be increased 
one-seventh, and the loss is reduced to nine 
or ten per cent. 

A further modification of the old method is 
is the process of Muspratt and Eschellmann, 
in which magnesia instead of lime is suspend- 
ed in water and saturated with chlorine. 
Magnesium chloride and chlorate are pro- 
duced in about the same proportion as the 
corresponding calcium compounds, by evap- 
oration. however, one-half of the magnesium 
chloride may be crystallized out, thus making 
it possible, after the addition of the potas- 
sium chloride, to separate the chlorate far 
more completely than in the ordinary pro- 
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cess. The magnesium chloride obtained in 
arge quantity by a by-prodnct is sold for use 
in the sizing of cotton. This method is in use 
at the works of James Muspratt & Sons, 
Widnes, Eugland. 

The process of the future for the manufac- 
ture of chlorate appears, however, to be a 
combination of the above with the Weldon- 
Pechiney chlorine process. This is now being 
worked experimentally in France and Eng- 
land. Magnesia is suspended in water and 
saturated with chlorine, producidg chloride 
and chiorate. Potassium chl pride is added, 
forming potassium chlorate and magnesium 
chloride. After crystaliizing out the chlorate 
the solution is evaporated with the addition 
of magnesia, and the oxychloride thus form- 
ed heated in a current of air, forming chlor- 
ine and magnesia, asin the Weldon-Pechiney 
process. Thus both the magnesia and the 
chlorine is regained. Theoretically, this 
method wil! yield potassium chlorate witbout 
consumption of chlorine, by the combination 
of potassium chloride, through the agency of 
magnesia, with the oxygen of theair. The 
only apparent obstacle to the success of this 
process is the.remarkable dense character of 
the magnesia resulting from the calcination 
of the oxychlorine in a current of air at the 
high temperature necessary to liberate the 
chlorine. Such magnesia is but slowly acted 
upon by chlorine. Whether this obstacle can 
be overcome time alone will show. 


Sodium chlorate has come into extensive 
use during the past few years as an oxidizing 
agent in dyeing by means of an- 
iline-black. For this purpose  potas- 
sium chlorate is not sufficiently 
soluble. Owing to the difficulty of separating 
the very soluble sodium chlorate from solu- 
tions of sodium or calcium chiorides, this salt 
has until very lately been made at great ex- 
pense from the potassium compound. Pe- 
chiney has, however, solved the problem of 
the industria) preparation of sodium chlorate 
his process, now carried on extensively at his 
works at Salindres, France, is as follows. 
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and one-half equivalents of chloride to one of 
chlorate. The liquor is then submitted to re- 
frigeration, and at a temperature of 10° to 12° 


C. most of the calcium chloride crystallizes 
out as the hydrated salt CaCl,.2H,0. By 
addition of lime to the liquor, and heating to 
80° C., pearly all the remaining chloride is 
on as oxy-chloride, and the resulting 
solution, after flitration, contains only three- 
tenths of one equivalent of chloride to one of 
chlorate. To this sodium sulphate is added, 
precipitating calcium sulphate aud forming 
sodium chlorate: by evaporation this is ob- 
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pottassium chlorate has mn successfully 
manufactured by electrolysis.

The Application of Electrolysis in 
(hemical ludustry,. 

Electrometallurgy, or the separation of 
meta's from their compounds by means of 
electricity, hus long been practiced. In this 
way, early in the century, Davy first isolated 
potassium, sodium, lithium, calcium, and 
other metals. In modern timeselectric meth- 
ods have been succe sfully applied in the 
separation and purification of the more com- 
mon metals, especially zinc and eopper, while 
electro-plating with various metals bas be- 
come one of the commonest industries. With 
the development of modern dynamo-.electric 
machines the cost of producing powerful 
currents of electricity has been enormously 
r.duced, and new industrial applications of 
this force have quickly followed. Two 
metals, magnesium and aluminum, formerly 



























years acompany at Pittsburg bas succeeded 
in producing metallic aluminum at low cost 


now manufacturing the metal on a consider- 
able scale, 

Many proposals have been made for decom- 
posing common salt by an electric current, 
but the great power required and low price of 
the products obtained have heretofore made 
the industrial application of the process quite 
hopeless, The subject of the electrolysis of 
chlorides has, however, received careful study 
of late, and it will perhaps be of interest to 
examine briefly the present aspect of this im- 
portant question, 

The first effect of the electrolysis of sodium 
chloride is, of course, the separation of 
sodium at the negative poleand the liberation 
of chlorine at the positive. If the action 
takes place in solution, however, the sodium 
set free will decompose the water present, 
forming sodium hydroxide and liberating 
hydrogen; if the electrodes are separated by a 
porous diaphragm, therefore, chlorine will be 
set free at the positive pole, while at the neg- 
ative pole hydrogen will be given uff and 
caustic soda will remain in solution. Un the 


other hand, if the porous diaphragm is absent 


the chlorine will react on the caustic soda, 
forming sodium chloride and sodium chlorate 


or hypochlorite, according to the temperature 


and strength of the solution. 

The question of the power required for the 
decomposition of salt by electricity has lately 
been discussed in an interesting paper by 
Hempel. His apparatus consisted of a cell 


divided by a porous partition of asbestos 


paper clamped between perforated electrodes, 
one of carbon and the other of sheet fron. 
The cell was filed with a solution of salt, 


which was kept saturated by automatic addi- 
tion of dry salt. By the action of the current 
nearly pure chlorine was liberated at the car- 


bon pole, while the opposite division of the 
cell became filled with a strong solution cf 
cuustic soda. A cons‘ant stream of carbon 
dioxibe was passed into this solution, forming 
sodium carbonate, which was deposited in 
crystals and from time to time removed. 
The process was thus madecontinuous. Hem- 
pel found that one horse-power (calculated as 
equivalent to 680 volt-amperes) yielded 64°5 
grams of chiorine and 259°8 grams of crystal- 
lized sodium carbonate (Na,CO, + 10H,O) per 
hour. From this, assuming that equally good 
results could be obtained on a large scale, and 
calculating the alkali as soda ash, we have: 

One h, p. = 1548 grams chlorine (= 3°41 Ibs.), 
and 23/88 grams soda ash (= 5°U9 Ibs.) per day 
of 24hours, or 586 bh. p. = 1 ton chlorine and 
1% tons soda ash per day. With coal ot $2.5¢ 
per ton, the cost o' producing this power 
would be about 12 cents per h. p. per day, or, 
for 586 h. p., $70.32 per day. 

If one ton of chlorine is culculated as equiv- 
alent to three tons bleaching powder, the 
value of the producta, at the present market 
rates in this country (soda ash, $0, and bleach- 
ing powder, $35 per tun), would be about $150 
or more than twice the cost of the power, 
A liberal allowance must, however, be made 
for the expenses of the process and interest 
on the cost of plant, and it is not probable 
that the industry would prove remuncrative 
unless a@ much cheap:r source of power 
than steam can be made. available. 
It is not impossible that the use of very cheap 
fuel or water-power may make the electroly- 
sis of salt practicable on a large scale. 

In the case of potassium chloride, however, 
the conditions are much more favorable. Over 
60,000 tons of this salt were produced at Stass- 
furt in 1889. A,large part of this is converted 
by the Leblanc process into potassium carbon- 
ate, with the production of over 25,000 tons 
per year. The value of potash is at leist five 
times that of soda ash, while the decomposi- 
tion of potassium ckloride by electrolysis is 
more easily accomplished than that of salt. 
Within the past year the electrolytic potash 
process has been perfected, and is now in suc- 
cessful operation at Griessheim, near Frank- 
fort. The power employed amounts to 1,000 
horse-power, and is generated by means of 
steam, using coal asfuel. Thereis reason to 
believe that this may be the process of the 
future for the production of potash from 
chloride. 

The subject of the electrolysis of celorides 
without the use of a porous diaphragm, re- 
sulting in the formation of hypochlorite and 
chlorate as already explained, has received in- 
creased attention since the introduction of 
the Hermite electric bleaching process, pat- 
ented in France, England and other countries 
in 1885, In this process a bleaching liquor is 
produced by the electrolysis of a solution of 
magnesium chloride. The apparatus consists 
of a trough containing the solution; the posi- 
tive electrodes, consisting of a series of ebon- 
ite frames carrying sheets of platinum wire 
gauze, alternate with the negative electrodes 
formed of circular plates of zinc. The latter 
are kept in constant revolution, and any de- 
posit which may become attached to them is 
removed by an ebonite knife bearing against 
each plate. The effect of the electrolysis is to
